DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 8, 9, 1 1 -1 5, 1 7 and 1 9-26 are pending as amended on 29 
January 2010, claims 21-26 are new and claims 4-7, 10, 16 and 18 being 
cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office Action. 

Response to Amendment and arguments 

3. Applicant's importation of the limitation of claims 16 and 18 into 
independent claim 1 and cancellation of claims 16 and 18, limiting the injection 
rate of the foamed aqueous surfactant solution from 0.2 to 4Kg dry material per 
m 3 of excavated soil, and wherein the polymer is injected at a rate of from 0.05- 
2Kg dry polymer per m 3 of excavated soil and the importation of the limitation of 
claim 7 into independent claim 3, limiting the surfactant to Cs-22 fatty alcohol 
sulphate salts, Cs-22 fatty alcohol ether sulphate salts have been fully considered 
and overcome the following: 

The rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent 6,287,052 (Basset hereinafter) in view of US Patent 
4,013,568 (Fischer hereinafter) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 3-7 and 11-14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Basset in view of Fischer and in further view of US Patent 
5,513,712 (Sydansk hereinafter) has been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 8, 9, 11-15, 17 and 19-26 are allowed for the reasons of 
record.
